Briefly, the north and west side connec- 
tion, provided for in the west side terminal 
ordinance, is as follows: The construction 
of an elevated roadway in Canel street, 
starting to riee from Lake etreet, and ex- 
tending north to Kinzie street, then east 
over a double decked bridge across the north 
branch of the river, and finally to the surface 
near Orleané street. 

Provides for Bridge and Viaduct. 

The supplementary plan provides for 4 
bridge across the river connecting N orth and 
South Franklin streets, then a viaduct ex- 
tending across the Northwestern tracks to 
Kinzie street and over Franklin street, which 
is open to traffic to Michigan street. 

It is further proposed that the link between 
the west and north sides shall not descend 
to street level at Orleans street, but be ex- 
tended east in the air to a point near Wells 
street. Branching off from this structure, it 
is proposed to carry the elevated roadway 
north on Orleans street te Michigan street.

The defendant made automatic answers of 
denial to all the questions of the prosecutor 
relative to his part in the death of the aged 
‘woman, found with her skull crushed with a 
hammer, The reat of his story, concerning 
his relations with the widow he had knowa 
fof many years, waatold calmly and exactly. 

Koetters denied that he was in Chicage 
when the murder wag committed. He said he 
loved Mrs. Kraft for a time, but admitted 
upon cross examiination that after she hag 
given him money hieaffections waned. Then 
it was, he said, that he had lied in his letters 
to her, some of them seeking more ef the 
woman's fortune. 

Even when the prosecutor flourished the 
rusty hammer with which the crime was 
committed, and the bloody towel with which 
the hammer was wrapped, the defendant's 
story remained unshakea. 


Would Prove Premeditation. 

What the state sought to prové ‘was that 
the crime was premeditated; that Koetters 
had caused Mrs. Kraft to send him a letter 
a month before it was committed, saying she 
was going to Manske City; that instead, he 
met her in Chicago by a prearrangement; 
and efter he had slain and robbed her, he 
stored her baggage for a year, in order to 
get it out of the way. 

Koetters collapsed as he was questioned 
by his own attorney, J. R. W. Cooper, and 
before Prosecutor Malato had begun his at- 
tack. 

The witness’ agitation became #0 great that 
the judge calied a recess for fifteen minutes. 

After Attorney Cooper hed drawn from 
Koeters the story of his life and had brought 
out a recital of his relations with Mrs. Kraft 
and his presence in New York City at the 
time the murder was committed, Presecutor 
Malate began his croas examination. 

Koetfers admitted that from the time Mre. 

ft was killed to the time of his arrest 
in San Francisco on Jan. 11, 1014, he had 
worked only a.month. The rest of the time. 
he sald, he went to schools of telegraphy and 
of chauffeuring. He admitted that he went 
under thé name of Nieman and of Walter 
Cutter after he read about the murder of 
Mrs. Kraft in the newapapers in New York. 


Asks Concerning Change of Name, 

“Isn't it a fact,” asked Mr. Malato, “ that 
you premeditated the murder of thie woman 
and changed your name in order to hide your 
tracks?” 

“No, that fs not a fact,” replied the de- 
fendant. 

“What was in your mina when you went 
to the expréssman at the Chesapeake and 
Ohio station and had her baggage stored for 
a year—and this on the day that she was 
killed?” 

“T told. him to store it. There was no time 
mentioned.”’ 

The prosecutor produced a letter written by 
Koetters to Mrs. Kraft from Detroit on Dec. 
14, 1911,:in which he wrote that he had been 
robbed of $800 which she had given him. 

“Is it: not true that you lied to her about 
this money having been stolen from your?” 
demanded the assistant state's attorney. 

* Yoa, itis,” admitted Koetters. “ I wanted 
the money.”

The resolution of the Manufacturers’ club 
of North Chicago to “ support the policy of 
enlarging the army ” is, we believe, the first 
action of the kind taken in this neighbor- 
hood by any association of business men.

L. BE. D. writes: “In your column, ‘How 
to Keep Well,’ Sunday, March 15, 1914, under 


the heading, ‘ Worms,’ it is noted that you 
refer to trichine in swine as ‘ measly pork,’ 


and state that they are readily seen with the 
naked eye. The term, ‘measly pork’ refers 


te cysticercus cellulose, the larval form of 
the tenia solium, a tapeworm that is con- 
tracted by man through eating pork. This 
term wae used to describe this condition be~ 
fore the true nature of the disease was dis- 
covered, and should be applied only to the 
various forms of tapeworm cysts. Measles 
(tapeworm cysts) are easily seen with the 
naked eye. I have made a large number of 
microscopic examinations of pork for trichi- 
nee, and have never been able to detect them 
with the naked eye, unless the cysts were 
emtensively calcified. In order to be on the 
safe side, all pork should be well cooked 
before eaten, regamilese of how wholesome 
and appetizing it appears, as living trichi- 
nee may be present in large numberw and cap- 
not be detected. Hoge become infested by 
eating the carcasses of hogs, which have 
died im the pens and allowed to He there; 
also through eating rats, as hoge are very 
fond of rats, and at times very adept at catch- 
ing them. Zurn says: ‘ The hog is the cham- 
pion rat catcher.’ A large number of rats 
are infested with trichine. Stiles, in 1806, 
examined 106 rate for trichineg, and found

When Von Hintse was sent by his chief on 
board the flagship of Dewey to ask for ex- 
planations for the manner in which German 
steamships had been held up by the biockad- 
ing foros, it wae to him that the American 
admiral remarked: 

“ Why, I shall stop each vessel, whatever 
be ite colors, and if it does not stop I shall 
fire at it; and that means war, you know, 
sir.’’ 

According to Von Hintze, the admiral 
added: “ If Germany wants war——” Where- 
upon the young flag lieutenant, with the ob- 
ject of averting a crisis, abruptly broke off 
the interview and took his leave. 

Dewey refers in his book in eulogiatic terms 
to Von Hintze; and there is no doubt that the 
tact which the young officer displayed in his 
interview with Dewey contributed to avert 
further unpleasantness at a moment when 
the relations between the American and Ger- 
man commanders-in-chief were exceedingly 
strained. 

It was indeed the tact which he exercised on 
this occasion that commended him to the fav- 
orable notice of the kaiser, who some years 
afterwards appointed him to the particularly 
delicate and difficult post of German military 
plenipotermtiary to the court of the czar.

At St. Petersburg, in addition to the naval 

and military attachés of the émbassy, there 
is always atilitary plenipotentiary, who has 
his Russian counterpart at the court of Ber- 
lin, 
This arrangement, which exists in the case 
of no other governments, dates back to the 
beginning of the nineteenth century, when 
the relations between the reigning houses of 
Russia and Prussia were so intimate [the 
consort of Nicholas I. was a sister of King 
Frederick William IV., and of old Emperor 
William of Germany) that the most confi- 
dential offices of the household of the czar 
and c#arina were held by Prussians, while 
the Russian government undertook the trans- 
portation to Siberia and the maintenance in 
penal servitude there of all of the Prussians 
who had in one way or another given offense 
to their ruler at Berlin, Prussia having no 
penal colony of its own. 

It was in those days, with the object of still 

further cementing the ties between the courts 
of Berlin and St. Petersburg, that the czar 
selected one of his favorite aids-de-camp to 
serve as a member of the immediate entour- 
age and suite of the king of Prussia, while 
the latter in a similar way delegated one of 
his aids to serve on the personal staff of the 
czar. 
These officers were used, among other 
things, for the tranamission of communica- 
tions between the two courts ané sovereigns 
that it was not convenient to send through 
the ordinary diplomatic channels. 

Thus, the Russian general, Tatichtchew, 
who is the military plenipotentiary at the

ico, where Germany has extensive financial 
and industrial interests.

sical entertainments at court, especially the 
private ones, usually playing the piano ac- 
companiments for the singing of the kaiser 
and of other members of his immediate cir- 
cle at Potedam. 

He is the composer of the popular opera 
** Hashish,” is the life and soul of the Pots- 
dam-Berlin Wagner society, one of the most 
influential social organizations of the Prus- 
sian capital, and is married to a daughter of 
Robert von Puttkamer, whom Bmperor Fred- 
erick during hie brief reign tnesisted, in the 
face of Bismarck’s opposition, in dismissing 
from the office of minister of the interior on 
account of his réactionary policy.

The nobility of the Chelius family is of 
rather modern origin. The houge may be sald 
to have been founded by the general's grand- 
father, the famous surgéon, Maximilian Che- 
lius, who wae for s0 many years professor of 
surgery at the great University of Heidel- 
Derg, and was ennobled for his services at 
euch in 1866. 

The generals brother is the private secre- 
tary and chamberiain of the widowed Grand 
Duchess Louise of Baden, only daughter of 
old Emperor William; and the general's fa- 
ther was a Badenese minister of state, mar- 
ried to a great heiress of Hamburg, who, al- 
though bearing the English patronymic of 
Parish, belonged to one of the old patrician 
families of that free city.

POISONING THE BAST WITH 
OPIUM. 

BANGKOK, Siam, Feb.-28.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.)—It seems preposterous, mon- 
strous, and incredible that a government 
should manufacture a poisonous and enslav- 
ing drug in prodigious quantities and sell 
it for vicious uses to the people that it gov- 
erns; and yet this is precisely what is being 
done at the present moment by nearly every 
European power owning territory in Asia. 
I have visited and inspected the Dutch gov- 
ernment’s opium manufactory in Batavia, 
which employs 1,000 workmen. There crude 
opium, purchased principally from British 
India, is refined into the finished article 
ready for smoking or eating. These works 
supply the whole of the Dutch East Indies. 
The net profit to the Dutch government from 
this monopoly is about $10,000,000 a year. 

There is an opium manufactory also in 
Singapore on a smaller scale, belonging to 
the British government, and supplying the 
whole of the Straits Settlements. This 
monopoly also derives its crude opium from 

ritish India. In British India itself are 


other government opium manufactories, sup- 


plying British India, and which until quite 
recently forced enormous quantities of 
opium upon China annually, with the as- 
sistance of British bayonets and in spite of 
the repeated protests of the Chinese govern- 
ment. Owing to the initiative of the United 
States government, which proposed and ob- 
tained an international conference on the 
question, the policy of forcing opium upon 
China was by international agreement final- 
ly abandoned. There still remains a mon- 
strous evil.

One of the Dnglish names for the spindling 
small green s, much used for garnish- 
ing, and formerly called sprew, is “Paris 
green,” or, ag one of the great cooks calls it, 
Parisian asparagus, because it is mostly grown 
in the vicinity of Paris. A large number of 
people still prefer the green and small variety 
to the giant sort, which originated at Argen- 
teufl, near Paris, and is often referred to as 
Argenteull asparagus.

The giant asparagus ig 7 always boiled 
whole, while the small green is broken up, a 
method which the usual family favors, since 
then does not have to be eaten with the fingers. 

There is but one way to cook asparagus, and 
only two or three superior ways of dressing 
and serving it. It is rare now to get bitter 
stalks that need blanching, and it is always, un- 
leas it is bitter, a pity to bell it in more water 
than will cook away, unleas the superfluous 
water is to be used for cream Of asparagus 
soup. It is a wicked waste of the vegetable to 
make a poor, flour tasting soup of it. When 
the stalks are cooked whole they are tied to- 
gether in bundles. Freshly boiling saited water

HOLLANDAISE ASPARAGUS—Serve 
asparagus with Hollandaise sauce, which is 
made in as many ways as there are cooks. The 
best Hollandaise sauce is mate of yolks of egs, 
butter, and lemon juice, put together so that 
the sauce will not curdle. A great many curdiled 
sauces are served. Boiling water may be used 
to thin it, and some people call a butter sauce, 
made of a little butter thickened with flour, di- 
luted with boiling water, thickened again with 
an egg yolk, and perhaps some seasoning added, 
by this name. The best way to make such «@ 
sauce is to cream the butter and egg yolks to- 
gether and then cook in a double boiler until 
nearly to the boiling point. The proportion 
that is perhaps best is four tablespoons of but- 
ter or butter the size of an egg, to each egg yolk. 
This is a sauce which to be made labor- 
fously by adding hot melted butter, drop by 
drop, to an egg yolk, whisking all the time, but 
just as mayonnaise sauce can be made in five 
minutes inetead of half an hour, so can this 
most famous one, which is the sauce to use with 
boiled artichokes and with many kinds of fish.

ASPARAGUS SALAD—Cold boiled asparagus 
with plain French dressing is one of the su- 
perior salads. If canned asparagus is used it 
should be freshened and cooled. Cold aspara- 
gue tips are used for garnishing many salads, 
but asparagus is better simon pure than in any 
mixture.
